DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1-5 and 7-1 1 are pending in this application. Claim 6 has been cancelled. 
This action is in response to the applicants' amendment after a non-final action filed on 
November 7, 2008. 

Withdrawn Rejections/Objections 

2. Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of 
applicant's amendments and/or remarks. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 -5 and 7-1 1 are free of the prior art. The closest prior art to these claims is 
Heimbach, et. al.; US Patent No. 2,444,605, which teaches a triazolopyrimidine with a 
alkyl group for X and a cycloalkyl group for R 3 but does not teach an amino group in the 
7-position. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee, and to avoid delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should clearly be labeled "Comments on the 
Statements of Reasons for Allowance".
